To the Mayor and City Oouncil of Baltimore : 

The Commissioners of Public Schools of Baltimore respect- 
fully submit their Forty-second Annual Eeport of the condition 
of the schools under their charge, in conformity with the requi- 
sition of the ordinance of the city. 

They b^ leave, also, to refer you specially to the accompany- 
ing reports of the Superintendent of Instruction, and Commit- 
tee on Accounts, which contain interesting and accurate statis- 
tics of the Schools, with an account of receipts and expenditures 
for the year 1870, and an estimate of the resources and expen- 
ditures for the current year. 

In the performance of this pleasing duty, they experience 
great satisfitction in presenting to you, these evidences of the 
success of our Public School system in this city. These annual 
statements of its progress, condition and wants enable you, to 
some extent, to estimate and appreciate its great value and uses, 
and to intelligently assist in the further development and sup- 
port of that system of popular education, which has become a 
public necessity.

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The State of Maryland has adopted, for the counties, a liberal 
and judicious system, which, though susceptible of advanta- 
geous changes and much improvement, must ultimately produce 
satisfactory results ; but it has wisely permitted the City of Bal- 
timore to establish such a system as it may deem most advisa- 
ble. This was a deserved recognition by the State of the high 
character and value of our Public Schools, and an implied ac- 
ceptance of our standard of instruction. 

You are, therefore, invested with large powers in this matter, 
which can be used to the great advantage of our city. There 
are other important interests committed to your care, and upon 
which you must necessarily bestow your official attention and 
patronage, because they unitedly contribute to the growth and 
progress of our city. But we confidently suggest that the edu- 
cational interests of our people are quite equal, if not superior, 
to any other in your charge, and should, therefore, be so fos- 
tered and encouraged by official recognition and aid, that they 
may produce the greatest possible good. 

During the past year^ the means of instruction have been in- 
creased, and additional facilities furnished to our schools. Sev- 
eral new buildings, which were in course of construction, were 
completed near the close of the year ; and we entered upon an- 
other scholastic term, with school accommodations, which have 
been long needed. 

The numerical growth of our schools was seriously retarded 
during the early part of the year, in consequence of the want 
of suitable buildings. Many parents removed their children 
from our schools and others refused to send theirs, because they 
would not endanger their health by compelling them to attend 
in the inconvenient and ill-ventilated houses, which we were 
obliged to occupy, whilst the new ones were in the course of 
erection. 

Effort was made to rent suitable buildings in healthy locali- 
ties, where the necessity for them existed ; and yet, we were 
Dot able to secure such as are adapted to our wants. 
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This diflSculty has tended very much to reduce the attend- 
ance of pupils in several such schools; yet, even with this 
obstacle, many of them have attained a high degree of excel- 
lence, and are models for the emulation and imitation of others. 

This marked success has been observed and commended, not 
only by those who daily watch their progress and workings, 
but by many distinguished educators from other States and 
countries, who have visited them during the past year. 

It is impossible, of course, for all to attain the same high 
standard, in consequence of the great social differences between 
the pupils of the several schools. The home influences and 
surroundings of some give them great advantages over 
others. 

But, estimating all according to their relative advantages, we 
find cause for congratulation that so much is being accom- 
plished. Every department of our schools is increasing annually 
in excellence and numbers; our teachers are acquiring new 
experience, and faithfully applying their acquisitions; our 
pupils are better disciplined and more easily controlled by 
moral influences than formerly ; and the studies of our Primary, 
Grammar, and High Schools have been so graded and adapted 
to each other, that they now all work harmoniously and suo- 
cessfully. 

It is true that our system and its results are subjected to 
criticism, sometimes severe, and oiten unjust, but, it is to be 
hoped, always with tho purpose of improving it. 

There are two classes in our community, who differ entirely 
in their views upon the subject of popular education, and espe- 
cially, as to the amount which should be gratuitously furnished 
in our schools ; the one insisting that too much, the other, that 
not enough, is given. 

Of course, it is impossible to fully satisfy both, or perhaps 
either of these extreme views ; and we have, therefore, estab- 
lished a liberal, intermediate standard, adapted in quality and 
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quantity to the wants of those around us. Our schedules of 
studies and selection of text books are made, not only with a 
view to the amount of education to be given to our pupils, but 
also, with reference to its quality. We endeavor to make it 
liberal and thorough ; not only to furnish that which may be 
practically useful, at once, in the material things of life, but 
also, that which shall tend to develop the whole intellectual 
and moral nature, in the future. Our education should be such 
as to cultivate all the faculties and sentiments of the pupil, so 
that he may develop into more perfect manhood. Its true aim 
should be the culture of virtue with knowledge, and such dis- 
cipline of the powers, moral and mental, that the right may be 
appreciated and maintained. It should be good in itself, and 
a real advancement in life. 

Every branch of knowledge should be introduced, which 
tends to cultivate the sensibilities, strengthen the moral senti- 
ment and improve the mind. Such education can always be 
utilized in the vocations of life, and made the basis of honora- 
ble success. 

We are striving to apply these rules to our system, and trust 
that our pupils and the public may realize the benefit of this 
effort. 

While endeavoring to accomplish these results, by giving 
a liberal education, we have sought to avoid the other and 
greater trouble of taxing our pupils beyond their capacity. It 
is doubtless true that too often the pupils of public and private 
schools are burdened beyond their strength, and they are thus 
mentally and physically injured in early childhood. Promis- 
ing lives are often prematurely sacrificed under the terrible 
pressure to which they are thus subjected. Such gross wrongs 
upon the happiness of society is the result of fatal ignorance, 
and should not be tolerated by enlightened educators. The 
intellectual culture of children should be co-existent and com- 
mensurate with their physical and mental growth and strength* 
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It is an inexcusable folly to burden the brain of the imma- 
ture child at the expense of his vital energies. It is contrary 
to nature's laws, and must result disastrously. Constantly the 
public is warned by physicians that the cramming process of 
many systems and schools, is injurious to the health and hap- 
piness of the pupils ; and if those who are thus warned, still 
persist in the perpetration of these wrongs, they should be 
restrained by suitable legislation. We hope that our efforts to 
avoid this great error may have been successful. 

Careful inquiry recently made of the teachers and pupils of 
our schools, satisfies us that the average time devoted to studies 
out of school does not exceed two hours. There are excep- 
tional cases, of course, where more time is required ; but the 
largest number of all our pupils do not require even that ave- 
rage time to prepare their lessons. This allows ample oppor- 
tunity for physical exercise and recreation, and cannot be a 
matter of complaint by parents or pupils. 

Application was made to the Board in the past year to es- 
tablish a school under its control for the instruction of deaf 
and dumb pupils. The matter was carefully examined by a 
committee appointed for the purpose, and it was deemed advis- 
able not to do so, in view of the fact that the deaf mutes of 
this city are now educated most successfully at the Institution, 
located at Frederick City, recently incorporated and endowed 
by the State. 

The accompanying report shows that there are, at this time, 
102 day schools for the instruction of white children, of which 
3 are High Schools, 37 Grammar Schools, and 62 Primary 
Schools, with 611 teachers and 21,795 scholars. 

In addition to these, there are 6 Evening Schools for white 
children, with 22 teachers and 1,135 scholars; and also 13 
schools for colored children, with 38 white teachers and 1,743 
scholars, thus showing the total number of schools to be 121, 
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conducted by 571 teachers, with 24,673 scholars on the rolls 
on the 1st of January, 1871. 

The total number of pupils of all grades in the Public 
Schools on January 1st, 1870, was 23,159, thus showing a 
total increase of 1,514 during the past year. 

BALTIMORE CITY COLLEGE. 

We fully presented the condition of this Institution in our 
last annual report, and need scarcely add a word now to that 
statement of disagreeable facts. 

Its condition has not improved during the past year. Our 
appeal for relief did not meet with a practical response, and we 
are now compelled again to solicit your early and earnest con- 
sideration of its wants. 

A new building is absolutely essential to the existence of 
this school as a representative part of our system. Our Pri- 
mary and Grammar Schools, with a few exceptions, are now 
occupying comfortable and well furnished houses, and our Fe- 
male High Schools have commodious buildings, well adapted 
to their wants ; and it is an unjust discrimination against the 
College that its Professors and pupils should be compelled to 
work at such great disadvantage in the building occupied by 
them. It is unquestionably unsuitable in every respect for 
educational purposes. 

It is inconvenient and uncomfortable, and many persons deem 
it unsafe and dangerous. In case of fire during school session, 
it would be impossible for all the pupils to escape in safety, in 
consequence of the height of the class rooms and hall, and the 
narrow winding stairs. 

The rooms are dingy, dilapidated and without proper venti- 
lation. None of them are of sufficient size or have proper ar- 
rangements to accomodate comfortably a single class. 
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The entire furniture corresponds with the building, and tlie 
whole presents such an unsightly ap^jcarance that it is studi- 
ously avoided by our city authorities and others, when showing 
our city to strangers. 

We do not exaggerate its real condition; it is rather worse 
even than we represent. These facts are known to every com- 
mittee of the City Council that has ever visited the schooL 

Year after year they have listened to these complaints, ad- 
mitted their justice, and faithfully promised immediate relief. 
These promises have been made in good faith, we are sure, but 
unfortunately some other interest has intervened and they have 
never been fulfilled. Appropriations have been voted for the 
purpose, contracts made, sites selected, houses commenced and 
sufficient sums charged to the account of the Baltimore City 
College to erect several suitable buildings, and yet none has 
ever been completed. And in this respect, injustice has some- 
times been done, because the school system has been charged 
^vith large appropriations and expenditures on this account, but 
never afterwards credited with. the proceeds of its property, 
which has been sold and applied to other purposes. 

With reference to previous legislation of the City Council 
upon this subject, we beg leave to refer you to Resolution No. 
30, approved December 3d, 1867, directing the sale of lot and 
improvements on Park street, then in course of erection for the 
City College ; also. Resolution No. 397, approved August 5th, 
1868, authorizing the President of the Board of Commissioners 
of Public Schools, the chairman of the Committee on Baltimore 
City College and the City Commissioner, to provide plans and 
make arrangements for the immediate purchase or lease of a 
suitable lot, and the erection thereon of a new building for the 
College, appropriating the sum of $60,000, from the levy of 
1868 for the purpose, and with further power to the City 
Comptroller to sell the building now occupied when the Board 
of Commissioners should think proper, the proceeds of which 
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were also to be applied to the completion and furnishing of 
the new building. 

The former resolution was faithfully carried out by sale of 
the property on Park street, and the application of the pro- 
ceeds, in part, to the alteration of the old Masonic Hall for the 
use of the Courts. But the latter utterly failed of its purpose, 
in consequence of the proviso annexed, that no lot should be 
purchased or leased until the site should be approved by the 
Mayor and City Council. We apprehended this difficulty and 
endeavored to induce the City Council to strike out that objec- 
tional condition and leave the selection of the lot to the judg- 
ment of the Committee named in the resolution, but they 
refused. 

Our fears were fully realized in the sequel. Several eligible 
fiites were examined and approved by the Committee and sub- 
sequently submitted to the City Council or its Committees for 
their acceptance, but all efforts to harmonize the views of the 
members failed and the matter was abandoned. Subsequently, 
tm the 23d of May, 1870, a Report and resolution were pre- 
sented in the Second Branch of the City Council by the Com- 
mittee on Education and unanimously adopted by that body, 
authorizing the President of the School Board, the Chairman of 
the Committee on Baltimore City College, and the City Com- 
missioner to lease a suitable lot for a new building for the City 
College, with the proviso that before it should be selected, the 
site and terms of the lease should be approved by the Mayor and 
the Presidents of the First and Second Branches of the City 
Council. It was sent to the First Branch for its concurrence, but 
was there amended so that the site and terms should be approved 
by the City Council instead of the persons named in the origi- 
nal resolution. A committee of conference was then appointed 
on the subject, which failed to agree, and on May 27th, 1870, 
they reported a resolution, which was adopted, asking to be 
discharged from the consideration of the subject until the Sep-

tember session. No further action was taken by the City 
Council at the adjourned session in September, and thus car 
efforts in behalf of a new building have entirely failed. 

Though much discouraged in the past, we still have hope of 
ultimate success, and, therefore, again respectfully urge you to 
take such action in the matter as will suaxissfully accomplish 
the purpose. 

This can only be done effectively by the appointment of a 
suitable committee, consisting of such representatives of the 
City Council and of the Board of Commissioners as you may 
deem proper, with full authority to select a lot and erect a 
building, upon such plan as they may determine is best adapted 
to the wants of this Institution. 

We solicit your early attention to this matter, so that before 
the conclusion of the current year we may be able to secure a 
building suitable to our wants, and a credit to our city. 

FEMALE HIGH SCHOOI^. 

The organization pf these scJiools in this city, in 1844, by 
the Board of School Commissioners, was a most desirable addi- 
tion to our Public School system. The idea was original, as 
none of the systems of other States or cities had previously 
adopted any such elevated standard of female education. A 
general feeling seemed to prevail among educators that it was 
sufficient to furnish to girls only such knowledge as could be 
acquired in schools of inferior grade. This erroneous opinion, 
which had too long existed and controlled public sentiment, 
was changed here; and our city liberally inaugurated this sys- 
tem, which has generally been adopted elsewhere. 

These schools have proved to be a great success, and continue 
to grow in popular favor. They are a great incentive to the 
pupils of the Grammar Schools, and stinmlate them to more 
earnest efforts to secure admission to this higher department. 
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The standard of study here is as high and useful as that of any 
other Public Schools elsewhere, and is surpassed by very few 
private schools or seminaries for girls. They have the oppor- 
tunity of obtaining not only the ordinary branches of a liberal 
education, but may also acquire many of the accomplishments, 
which always beautify and adorn female character. There can 
be no question of the propriety and duty of affording these fa- 
cilities to girls. It is now the prevailing and popular senti- 
ment in the community that there can be no real and universal 
intelligence without thorough education of woman. This is no 
longer a mere abstraction, but a positive reality. The de- 
grading illiteracy of w^oman in the past is yielding to the en- 
nobling intelligence of the present. The sphere of her labor 
and usefulness is rapidly enlarging, and it is proper that she 
should have opportunities comnicnsurate with her ability and 
desires. Mere superficiality in the education of girls must nec- 
essarily tend to make superficial women. It must impair and 
enervate her mind, and retard its healthy development in after 
life. We desire to avoid these errors by affording every facility 
required for a thorough education. We have also given every 
consistent encouraorement to the cultivation of a taste for the 
arts and sciences, and have witnessed with pleasure the rapid de- 
velopment of an appreciative sense of the beautiful and good in 
nature and art. These schools, which were the first of the kind 
in the country, were also the first to introduce into the study 
room choice specimens of works of art, and they now have the 
nucleus of galleries which must attain position and prominence 
hereafter. 

The frequent application by pupils from private Female 
Schools for admission into these Institutions has induced the 
Board to adopt a rule to gratify this popular demand, by which 
all such applicants may be examined at the annual examination 
of our Grammar School pupils, and, if fully qualified, may be 
admitted upon the same terms. We have done this because we 
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felt that it was a right to which the public was entitled, as well 
as because it is our duty to popularize our system as much as 
possible in every way that does not injure its success. 

We have no apprehension that the number of applicants 
will be so great as to interfere, in the least, with the comfort or 
success of our Grammar School pupils ; and we believe that 
this commingling of girls, educated in different positions, and 
under varied circumstances, will have a beneficial effect upon 
the whole school. 

The age at which pupils are admitted into these schools has 
been changed from twelve to thirteen years, and the Scholastic 
Term has been reduced from four to three years. The former 
change was made at the suggestion of those whose experience 
has satisfied them that it would be a decided advantage to the 
pupils to remain in the Grammar Schools, at least, one year 
longer than heretofore required by the rules. Many who suc- 
ceed in securing admission are unable afterwards to perform 
the work of these schools by reason of their immaturity, and 
often they either return to the Grammar Schools, or abandon 
their studies entirely. We deemed it best, in view of this 
fiict, to reduce the term, and assign a portion of the studies to 
the Grammar Schools. We hope that the change may prove 
beneficial to both, without impairing the grade of the High 
Schools, or too severely taxing the pupils of the Grammar 
Schools. 

We have applied to the Trustees of the Peabody Institute for 
free admission to its Music classes of such number of the grad- 
ates of the Female High Schools, as may be deemed meritori- 
ous, and are recommended by the Board for this privilege. 
This application was made for the purpose of encouraging a 
taste for music among the pupils, and affording those who may 
desire to do so, an opportunity of more fully cultivating this 
science after graduation. The matter will be considered by the 
Trustees at their regular meeting in February, and we hope the 
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privilege may be granted, as we are satisfied that it will tend 
to develop and foster the talent for music which now exists in 
our schools. 

EASTERN FEMALE HIGH SCHOOL. 

We are gratified to be able to report the completion and 
occupation of the new building, erected for the use of this 
school. This success has been attained after great delay and 
many trials ; but, it is now an accomplished fact, and teachers 
and pupils are fully realizing the anticipated benefits. 

This building has been constructed upon the most approved 
plan, and combines all the advantages suggested by the experi- 
ence of a competent and skilful architect and the practical 
knowledge of the City Commissioner. It has been built with 
a view to the future, as well as the present, and will accommo- 
date about six hundred pupils with comfort and security. This 
prospective accommodation was necessary with reference to the 
annual increase of the number of scholars, supplied, at this 
time, by ten Grammar Schools. As the number of Grammar 
Schools increases, the number of pupils in the High Schools 
will increase in like proportion, and it was, therefore, necessary 
to erect a building sufficient in size to meet this certain future 
demand. 

It has also been constructed with a view to its permanence 
and durability. The best materials and labor have been sup- 
plied by the Architect, under his constant supervision ; and we 
feel assured from our own observation, as well as the testimony 
of the Committee on Education of your own Body, that the 
whole work has been as well, as faithfully, substantially, and 
economically done, as it was possible to do in a building of that 
kind and size. The serious objection to many school buildings 
is that of imperfect ventilation and heating, in consequence of 
which the health of the pupils is impaired, and their progress 
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in school much retarded. Every one has experienced the same 
inconvenience in our churches, public halls and other buildings, 
owing to the same cause. We have endeavored to avoid these 
difficulties in this building, by the introduction of a new prin- 
ciple and plan for heating and ventilation, which has recently 
been successfully tried in several institutions in our State — and 
we feel satisfied that it would be judicious economy to warm 
and ventilate, in the same manner, any new school houses here- 
after erected in our city. 

The entire cost of the removal of the old building and the 
erection of the new one, has been $97,805.70 — being $2,194.30 
less than the appropriation made by the City Council for the 
puri)Ose. This expenditure is much less than the cost of 
several new Grammar School buildings recently erected in 
Chicago, Washington, New York, and elsewhere, which have 
been examined by our Superintendent; and this outlay, there- 
fore, for a High School, should not be a cause of complaint or 
criticism by the friends of Public Education in our city. 

The opening exercises and inauguration of the new building- 
took place in September, 1870, in the presence of the 
Mayor, members of the City Council, and other distinguished 
officials, and a large concourse of citizens. Appropriate 
addresses were delivered by Hon. J. Morrison Harris, Hon. 
Charles E. Phelps, General John B. Gt)rdon, of Georgia, 
and others, — all of whom made strong and earnest appeals in 
behalf of the cause of Public School education. 

The school opened with 350 pupils. The corps of teachers 
consists of a Principal and eleven assistants. The work of ifce 
school is progressing satisfactorily, and we have reason to 
believe that the improved advantages now enjoyed by teachers 
and pupils will greatly facilitate their effi)rts to give and receive 
a good education. 

The Art Gallery connected with this school has received 
some valuable additions, since the occupation of the new

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bailding. A number of choice engravings, paintings, and 
busts have been purchased and contributed by the members of 
the Somer\'ille Society, under whose auspices this collection of 
works of art was originally commenced several years ago. It 
is most creditable to the taste and culture of those engaged in 
this laudable effort to add art-education to their other scholastic 
acquirements, and we commend their efforts to the favorable 
consideration of every one desirous of seeing our female pupils 
become cultivated and accomplished women. 

WESTERN FEMALE HIGH SCHOOL. 

The Report of the Principal shows that the number of 
pupils on roll in this school at the opening in September, 1870, 
was 486, being an increase over the number entered at the 
same period of the previous year. 

This is the largest number of pupils in the school since its 
organization, and is more than is on roll or in attendance at 
any other Public School in the city. 

The largest portion of those who attend our Female High 
Schools, are pay pupils, probably not more than 12 per cent. 
being free — ^and the receipts, therefore, for tuition from these 
schools are large: that of the Western School, with 486 pupils, 
being $1,462, for the past year, and that of the Eastern 
School, with 350 pupils, being $1,048, for the same period. 

This School is now conducted by a Principal, with twelve 
assistants, all of whom are earnestly and harmonioasly working 
to promote the interest of those committed to their charge. 
The schedule of weekly exercises of the Female High Schools, 
which is now the same in both schools, will show that the 
6everal teachers are constantly occupied with the classes during 
school hours, and the most exacting could not ask a greater 
amount of labor than is now performed by these teachers. 
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There is also connected with this School an Art Gallery 
organized in 1866, under the auspices of thePeabody Literary 
Association, which is composed of graduates and pupils. They 
have adorned the walls of this building with more than 150 
-choice copies of the works of the best artists, and have collected 
a number of busts and plaster casts of favorite authors and 
subjects, all of which beautify the school, and are cultivating 
and developing the sensibilities and tastes of the pupils, by 
their refining influences. 

The Libraries and Art Galleries of these schools are silently, 
but successfully doing their part in the culture and education 
of our pupils, and avc commend them to you as worthy of your 
special notice. 

This building is now very crowded, by reason of the 
increased number of pupils, and it would be very desirable if 
additional class-rooms could be obtained, either by the alter- 
ation of the towers of the southern wing, or by their extension 
cast and west, on piers, or otherwise, without marring the 
general symmetry of the same. 

It is also absolutely necessary at once to make some repairs 
to the roof and other parts of the building, as the interior is 
being seriously damaged by leakage. We therefore ask that a 
special appropriation may be made for this purpose, so that the 
necessary alterations and repairs may be made by the City 
Commissioner. 

GRAMMAR AND PRIMARY SCHOOLS. 

These schools have generally performed their work satisfao- 
torily. There have been exceptional instances, of course, in 
^yhich they have fallen below the fair standard of duty. In 
such cases, where the work indicated a positive incapacity or 
neglect on the part of the teachers, we have removed the in- 
cumbents and substituted others, with a view to securing more 
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satisfactory results. Our duty and purpose are to place these 
schools under the supervision of such teachers as will faith- 
fully and fully perform the work assigned to them. If the 
elementary training and discipline of our younger pupils are 
imperfect hy reason of the ignorance or immaturity of their 
instructors, then they must necessarily be retarded in their 
subsequent efforts in the higher departments of education. 
None but the best teachers should, therefore, be employed in 
this service, who should receive a liberal compensation for their 
labor, and from whom should be exacted a full equivalent of 
earnest devotion to duty. 

The Primary Schools are entirely under the control of female 
teachers, because we deem them best qualified to instruct and 
discipline our youngest pupils. The average number of classes 
ia the schools is 5, controlled by a principal and 4 assistants, and 
the average number of pupils to a class is 40, which is as many 
as one teacher can properly instruct. The studies of these 
classes have been carefully graded by the Superintendent, so 
that the same standard exists in nearly all the schools through- 
out the city. The children receive instruction in Spelling, Read- 
ing, Writing, Arithmetic, Geography and Music, and, when qual- 
ified under the rules for examination, they are transferred to 
the Grammar Schools. The questions for this examination are 
prepared by the Superintendent, and simultaneously furnished 
to the several schools, and thus all are examined at the same 
time, and upon the same basis. This is a desirable change 
from the practice formerly in use, which sometimes caused com- 
plaints, by reason of alleged inequality in the grade of the 
examinations. 

In addition to these studies, the Board introduced Drawing 
into the Primary and Grammar Schools during the past yean 
This action did not meet the concurrence of all the Commis- 
sioners, but a majority thought it would be advantageous to 
the pupils, and the experiment is now being made, with great 
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4success. Most of the teachers have approved of its introduc- 
tion into their schools, and bear favorable testimony as to its 
beneficial influence upon the pupils. Like music, it is a diver- 
45ion, as well as an important study, and tends to discipline, 
•entertain and benefit the child. It is not only an ornamental 
branch of education, but also may becom3 of the greatest prac- 
tical advantage. It is thus appreciated elsewhere, whare more 
attention has been bestowed upon it, and is now a recognized 
department of education in nearly all the Public School sys- 
tems of other States and cities. 

Instruction in Vooal music is given in all the schools, under 
the direction of four professors, of re30gniz3d ability. The 
teachers of the several schools render great assistance in this 
branch of instruction, and the musical culture of our pupils is 
now a subject of most favorable comment in our community. 

Many of these schools are provided with School-organs, pur- 
<;hased either by the voluntary contribution of pupils and their 
friends, or with the prooe^ds of concerts given for this purpose. 
But there are still many others which have not b3en able to pro- 
•cure them, becauss they cannot obtain the nionoy n3cessary for 
the purpose. 

There should be no such discrimination in our schools, but full 
•equality in the msans of instruction in every department. The 
Board has never yet rendered any pecuniary assistance in this 
matter, because no appropriation has ever bf^en specially made 
for the purchase of musical instrum3nts for the use of our 
schools. But we think there should bo a change in this respect, 
and that teachers and pupils should not be compelled to furnish 
the money to purchase them. They should be furnished by the 
Board, and owned by the city, as the boDks and furniture are. 
Such is the usage in other cities, and there is no reason why 
it should be otherwise here. We sugg3st, therefore, such special 
appropriation for this purpose, as may hereafter be deemed 
aiecessary to supply the want. 
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The Male Grammar Schools are conducted by a mule Prin- 
cipal^ with male or female first assistants, according to the 
preference of the several committees. Eight of the schools 
have male first Assistants, and nine have female first Assistants,. 
thus indicating that the opinion of the Commissioners is nearly 
equally divided upon this question. The other classes are under 
the charge of female Assistants. 

The Female Grammar Schools are entirely under the super- 
vision of female teachers, who constitute eleven-twelfths of all 
the teachers in the schools. 

The pupils of the Grammar Schools are instructed in Spell- 
ing, Reading, Etymology, Geography, Grammar, Arithmetic, 
History of the United States, History of Maryland, Music and 
Drawing ; and Algebra in the male dei^artment. 

An examination is held annually, in the month of July, of 
pupils who desire to enter Baltimore City College, and all who 
reach the standard are admitted. 

Only a small per centage of the pupils of these schools 
attend this examination, as most of them arc required to leave 
before they are qualified for this higher grade of instruction. 
It is for this reason that a large majority of our pupils obtain 
their whole education in our Primary and Grammar Schools ; 
and we, therefore, desire that their instruction in these depart- 
ments should be as thorough and liberal as circumstances will 
permit. 

The general discipline of these schools is reported as satis- 
fiwtory. There are occasional complaints of improper severity 
in the punishment of pupils, but an investigation of the cir- 
cumstances in every case has invariably shown, that the child 
was so refractory and vicious as to merit all the discipline that 
was given, and that our teachers acted with moderation and 
prudence. 

A Committee of the Board, recently appointed upon the- 
discipline of our schools, has ascertained that corporal punish- 
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ment is practically abolished in most of them. The Board 
still invests the teachers with the power of administering such 
punishment^ because they believe that the fact, that pupils 
know that this power may be exercised, often prevents the 
necessity for it; but, it is our desire that the schools may be 
controlled by other influences, if possible, and this severity 
should be exercised only under proper restriction, to maintain 
discipline, when other means fail. 

The Board fully appreciates the valuable assistance rendered 
by the teachers, in the work of education, and estimates them 
according to the fruits of their labor. They cannot all accom- 
plish the same results, and it is not expected that they should 
do so — ^but, only, each according to his measure. We trust 
that they will feel encouraged in their work by the assurance 
that they are estimated, not entirely, by the number of pupil» 
annually sent by them to Baltimore City College, but rather by 
the actual results of their labor, ^vhich may be seen and felt in 
the schools under their charge. It is much more creditable to 
the teacher to have his pupils thoroughly disciplined and 
taught, and that the whole school should present an attractive 
appearance and furnish good results, than that he should 
neglect the many and devote himself entirely to the prepara- 
tion of a few for this annual examination. 

EVENING SCHOOLS. 

Six Evenuig Schools for boys were opened in October, and 
1,153 pupils are now in attendance. Although this number is 
an increase over the same period of last year, yet, it is not as 
large as we had hoped and expected. 

We are unable to assign any satisfactory reason for this 
deficiency in number and apparent want of appreciation of the 
advantages offered to those who cannot attend our Day Schools. 
They have been established specially for that class in the 
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community, whose occupations during the day prevent them 
from becoming pupils of the other schools, and are therefore, a 
very important part of the system of free education. They 
have been placed under the charge of some of our most success- 
ful teachers, who faithfully perform their duties; and it is 
hoped that they may yet prove a greater success than they 
have ever been. 

COLORED SCHOOLS. 

The number of colored schools is the same as during 
the preceding year, but, with an increase of pupils. They 
are under the control, exclusively, of white teachers, who 
are selected with the same care as those in charge of the 
other schools. The studies of the Primary and Grammar 
Schools are taught to the colored pupils, and the grade of 
scholarship is rapidly improving. Much credit is due to many 
of the teachers engaged in these schools, for their great success 
under many difBculties. The buildings occupied for the pur- 
pose are rented, and, of course, most of them ill-adapted to the 
purpose, and the labors therefore of the teachers must necessarily 
be increased. It will probably be the policy of the city, as these 
schools increase in number, to erect suitable houses for their 
use, so that these inconveniences may be avoided. No dis- 
crimination whatever has been made by the Board against this 
class of pupils, but every reasonable facility has been furnished 
to them for obtaining a good education. 

The early prejudice which existed among the colored people 
of our city, because white teachers were employed, is gradually 
passing away; and, unless hereafter encouraged by demagogues 
for partizan purposes, it will soon entirely subside. 

We hope that all such efforts may be unsuccessful, and that 
the growth and usefulness of these schools may increase, and 
that the class of our community, for whom they have been 
established, may fully appreciate and accept the education so 
liberally offered to them. 
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SCHOOL BUILDINGS. 

During the past year three new buidings (the Eastern 
Female High School, Grammar School No. 13, and Male Pri- 
mary School No. 12) have been completed, and are now occu- 
pied. Several others have been altered and thoroughly repaired 
by the City Commissioner, who has promptly attended to the 
wants of the schools in this respect. The expenditures for new 
buildings during the year was $92,585.58, and for repairs 
$25,855.58. Although our school accommodations have been 
much improved, there is much more yet to be done. Eleven 
schools now occupy rented houses, being either old dwellings or 
the basements of churches and other buildings, which are 
unsuited for the purpose. 

These great inconveniences, which can only be appreciated by 
those who daily witness and sufter from thcni, must seriously 
retard the progress and success of the schools. 

The physical health and mental development of our 
pupils depend much upon the buildings in which they are 
educated. In those countries of Europe where the Public 
School systems are older, and more general and thorough than 
ours, this matter is fully understood by educators, and they 
devote as much care to the location and construction of the 
buildings and furniture as to the selection of teachers. Each 
department is essential to the success of the whole, and should, 
therefore, be thorough and complete. We have no right to 
demand or expect superior work from those to whom we fur- 
nish inferior means for accomplishing it. 

Our school lots should be large, with ample play ground, 
and our buildings should be comfortable, cheerful, well venti- 
lated and lighted, and in all other respects adapted to the 
purpose. 

Some of our lots and buildings are very small, and do not 
fully reach the proper standard of a complete and satisfactory 
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school-house. You will, therefore, appreciate our reasons for 
again asking your official aid in the erection of new buildings 
and the extension and repairs of old ones. 

We recommend the purchase of the lots of ground adjoining 
the houses at the corners of Fayette and Green streets, now 
occupied by Male and Female Grammar Schools No. 1, and 
Male and Female Primary Schools No. 1. 

The number of pupils in attendance at these four schools is 
about 1,500, and much beyond the capacity of the buildings* 
They have insufficient accommodation inside, and very small 
yards for exercise and recreation during recess. The property 
adjoining, and required for this purpose, can be purchased or 
leased at a reasonable price, and the necessary enlargement of 
the buildings made during the year. 

A new house is much needed in the southwestern section of 
the city, for the accommodation of the great number of children 
there, who are remote from other Public Schools, and we ask 
authority to lease a suitable lot for this purpose. 

The vacant lot on South Green street, near Pratt street, has 
not yet been sold by the city, and is temporarily occupied by 
parties with permission of the Mayor. The annual ground rent 
on it is large, and chargeable to school account; and, as it 
cannot be advantageously sold, we suggest that a house be 
erected on it for the use of the Primary Schools in that neigh- 
borhood, which now occupy rented buildings. 

We renew the application heretofore made, for the sale of 
the lot and building at the corner of Monument and Forrest 
streets, now occupied by Male and Female Grammar Schools 
No. 5. This school is immediately adjoining the iron foundry 
and machine shops located there, and the exercises are much 
interrupted by the constant noise. We deem it one of the most 
ineligible locations in the city, and think that the patrons of 
our Public Schools in that section are entitled to a better lot 
and house for their children. 
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The property is advantageously situated for business pur- 
poses^ and can probably be sold for an amout sufficient to assist 
very largely in the purchase of another lot, and the erection of 
a new building. 

The appropriation of $25,000 by the City Council for the 
repairs of school buildings has been expended by the City Com- 
missioner in the improvement of some of the old houses. It 
was not sufficient to make all the necessary repairs, and much^ 
therefore, yet remains to be done during the current year, We^ 
therefore, suggest that you would appropriate the full amount 
requested by the City Commissioner for this purpose, and are^ 
satisfied that it will be judiciously expended.

SUPERINTENDENT OF INSTRUCTION. 

The Ordinances of the city direct the Board of Commissioners 
of Public Schools to appoint a suitable person to be the Supar- 
intendent of Public Instruction, who shall possess literary ac- 
quirements, and have skill and experience in the art of teaching. 

It is his duty to devote his time and attention entirely to the 
supervision of the schools, and, by frequent visits and advice- 
to the teachers, to assist them in the proper conduct of their 
pupils. He has also to examine all applicants for the position 
of teachers, and all the pupils passing from the Primary to 
the Grammar Schools ; receive visitors to the schools ; conduct 
a large correspondence with educators of other States and 
cities; examine 120 quarterly reports; prepare all blanks; 
superintend the printingof the Annual Report; examine candi- 
dates for the Normal School, and assist the City Commissioner 
in plans for new buildings, and in all additions made to old 
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ones. The official duties of the Superintendent have increased 
BO rapidly during the last three years, by reason of the increased 
number of schools, and from other causes, that it is now almost 
impossible for him to perform the required work. He has 
devoted his entire time to the supervision of the schools, in 
their various relations; and, whilst advising and aiding the 
teachers in the performance of their duties, he has also been of 
great assistance to the Commissioners. 

But the duties and labors of the office are too many and 
severe for one person to perform, however willing and able he 
may be. Every other city, which has a Public School system 
of any importance,^ has several Assistant Superintendents of 
Education, and we believe that our schools would be benefited 
if our Superintendent was assisted in his work. We, there- 
fore, ask you to authorize the Board of Commissioners to 
appoint an Assistant Superintendent of Instruction for this 
city. 

DEATHS. 

Since our last annual report. Death has been busy in our 
midst. He has spared neither Commissioner, teacher, nor pupil, 
but has cast his dark shadow over each circle. 

The Board has sustained a great loss in the death of Eugene 
Cummiskey, which occurred in the month of November, 1870. 
In consequence of impaired health, he had been prevented from 
actively performing many of his official duties for several 
months previous to his death, but his interest in the schools 
did not diminish. Though absent from our city, and on a bed 
of sickness, he constantly advised with reference to their opera- 
tions, and assisted by his suggestions in their management. 
He was an earnest friend of the cause of Public School Educa- 
tion, and, by his official acts and private effi)rts, sought to pop- 
ularize the system he so highly approved. He was genial and 
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itirbane in his social relations with his fellow-members, and 
active and zealous in the performance of his official duties. 
Appropriate action was taken by the Board upon the occasion 
of his demise. 

Several of our most faithful teachers have also been removed 
by death. We have to regret the decease of Miss Margaret 
A. Hand, Principal of Male Primary School No. 3 ; Miss Mary 
W. Watkins, Assistant of Male Grammar School No. 15 ; Miss 
Mary A. Steadman, Assistant of Female Grammar School No. 
11, and Miss Mary C. Dushane, Assistant of Female Grammar 
School No. 12 — all of whom were highly esteemed and appre- 
•ciated for their energy, fidelity and devotion to duty. 

CONCLUSION. 

It is with great pleasure that the Board acknowledges the 
interest exhibited by the members of the City Council, and 
♦other officers of the Corporation, in our Public Schools, during 
the past year. The Committee of Education, to whose charge 
-the schools are specially committed, have rendered us great 
assistance, by their prompt attention to our various wants and 
frequent visits to the schools. The occasional visits of the 
Mayor of the city, and his earnest expressions of interest in 
the cause of Public Education, have been duly appreciated. 
The Board and teachers are specially indebted to the City 
^Register for his kind attention and the prompt payment of the 
salaries of the teachers, and other accounts of the schools. The 
♦City Commissioner has faithfully performed the duties assigned 
to him in connection with the school buildings, and has 
responded cheerfully to all our requests for improvements, 
within the limit of his appropriation for this purpose. 

We close the work of the past year with satis&ctory evi- 
«dence that progress has been made in the cause of Public Educa- 
ition in this city. Its success in the future depends upon your 
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official and personal encouragement and assistance. You have 
reason for congratulation that your schools have already accom- 
plished so much good in our community. They liave furnished 
a liberal education to many of our best and most useful citi- 
zens, and now offer the same opportunitj^ to their children. 
They have met the approbation of all classes, and secured 
popular sympathy, because they have been kept free from tlie 
baneful results of sectarian or partisan influences. Nothing 
could be more disastrous to our schools than the introduction 
of an illiberal spirit by those who control them. It is 
the duty of every good citizen to discourage any effort made 
by politicians or othera to make the school system sub- 
servient to their partisan purpose. Such attempts may sueceed 
for a time, under peculiar circumstances, but they will signally 
fail when fairly subjected to the test of enlightened public 
opinion. 

You can prevent the oecurrence of this serious evil by 
placing your schools under the control of intelligent, liberal, 
fiincere friends of our Public School system, who will exclude 
everything that could impede progress and success, and do all 
in their power to promote its interests. Xo man is qualified 
for this honorable position who accepts the office from personal 
considerations; but his sole motive should be the suceessof the 
cause confided to his care. 

In surrendering this important trust to those who may suc- 
ceed them, the Board expresses the belief and hope that they 
will faithfully and conscientiously labor to promote the interests 
of Public Education in our city.

DEATH.

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BALTIMORE CITY COLLEGE. 

If the hoi>c for the future of this Institution, so far as a 
suitable building is concerned, is to be measured by the success 
of the past in this regard, then indeed is the case liopeless. But 
I cannot believe that an enlightened public sentiment will per- 
mit the interests of this important school to suffer very much 
longer. If the school be not worthy of the same treatment that 
is measured out to the Female High Schools, then that fact 
should be made known, and reformatory steps undertaken at 
once. No question of the utility of this school, however, has 
ever arisen, and no well-informed person can for a moment 
doubt the necessity of a school which shall afford to the Gram- 
mar School pupils an opportunity to pursue a course of study, 
similar to that offered by nearly all the cities of the country, to 
the pupils of the Public Schools. What then, is the trouble ? 
For the past ten years the liberality of the Council has been 
manifested in passing each year a resolution authorizing the 
erection of a building for Baltimore City College. The diffi- 
culty is not here. It is simply in the fact that a location can- 
not be secured to harmonize the views of so large a number as 
a majority of the Council. It is deeply to be regretted that 
heretofore this idea of situation has effectually obstructed all 
efforts to secure a good building for the City College. It is 
confidently expected that the present Council will relieve this 
subject of all its embarrassments, by accepting the plan pro- 
posed in the last annual report of the Board of School Com- 
missioners, namely : to refer the selection of the lot to the two 
Committees of Education in the Council, together with the 
Baltimore City College Committee in the School Board. All 
sections will be fully represented in this manner, and a har- 
mony of views may be secured. 

The report of the Principal of this school will give all neces- 
sary and detailed information as to its working, and I am sure 
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that the efficiency of every department will be greatly increased 
by providing class-rooms of suitable size, with proper accom- 
modations for every teacher ; and these things render a new 
building indispensable. 

FEMALE HIGH SCHOOLS. 

These schools maintain the popularity which, for a long time, 
they have held in the public estimation. In the twenty years 
in which they have existed as High Schools, they have sent out 
into the community upwards of a thousand young ladies who 
completed successfully the prescribed course of study of the 
graduates. A very large proportion engage in teaching, and 
among the most successful teachers in Primary, Grammar and 
High Schools, are those whose names were once enrolled as 
pupils of these schools. 

It should be our constant effi[)rt to elevate the character of 
these schools, and I referred in the. last annual report to the 
most direct way in which this result can be secured. There 
should be no departure from the standard fixed for admission 
under any circumstances. The best teachers in the world can 
accomplish but little with those who are not prepared to receive 
instruction. A just and reasonable amount of knowledge of the 
studies pursued in the Grammar Schools should be required of 
the applicants for admission to the High Schools, and if upon 
a fidr trial, they are found deficient, it is a positive injury to the 
pupils, and a detriment to the school to permit such to enter 
upon a course of study entirely beyond their reach. 

It is not what children study in a school that is of so much 
importance. But the vital matter is, how much of what they 
attempt to learn do they comprehend. How much of the in- 
struction daily given is received? The best minds on this sub- 
ject hold that no lesson is of any value ^until it is received. 
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If then children are put into a school of a higher name merely 
to gratify a parent's whims or a childish caprice, what right have 
we to expect good results in such cases. And this idea is appli- 
cable to the various classes in the same grade of schools as well 
as in the promotions from one school to another. Teachers 
have often heard from parents such a remark as this : " My 
girl is so large that if you do not put her in a higher class or 
send her to the High School, she says that she will not 
come to school any more." 

Mind has its laws as well as matter, and when these are vio- 
lated damage must ensue to the mind. Quintilian tells us that 
if we wish to pour water into a narrow necked vessel we must 
pour slowly. While facilities for imparting instruction have 
multiplied greatly, and teachers have learned how to impart 
information, the fact still remains, that the human mind in its 
nature is the same as it was in the days of Quintilian. But in 
this fast age, education must partake of the spirit of the times, 
and a knowledge of all the sciences must be drilled into a giddy 
and thoughtless mind, in a space of time so brief, that even a 
clear-headed and apt pupil with a true and faithful instructor, 
could not thoroughly cover one-half of the studies that are in- 
cluded in almost every school course. 

"Every study introduced into a school should be followed up 
far enough to make it a sound and thorough discipline in ob- 
servation or in reasoning. There must be no smattering, no 
superficialty. Nothing must be taught that does not put the 
mind up to its best work, train its faculties, exercise and 
strengthen its powers." 

THE NORMAL SCHOOL. 

It has been a settled question for some time among leading 
educators, that a public school system is incomiiletc without the 
Normal School. A celebrated scholar says, " When just from 
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college, I found myself deficient in the first steps of elementary 
fcnowledge. I had studied all the mathematics required at Cam^ 
bridge, but I did not know how to teach numa'ation. I had 
studied the classics, but could not teach a boy how to construct 
SL simple English paragraph. I found myself wanting in the 
art of simplifying things, so that the young mind could grasp 
them. From my own experience, I venture to assert, that 
teachers need specific- preparation for their work, and this pre- 
paration is what normal schools confer/' An honest confession, 
followed by a just conclusion. An experience in perfect har- 
mony with my own, and most abundantly confirmed in my 
observations upon all untrained teachers. It would not be 
necessary to consider this subject, were it not the fact that many 
well-informed people on other topics, with a good share of 
school and college learning, entertain the idea that a girl, or a 
boy, who has passed over ( I will not say completed ) a course 
of study in a school of fair reputation, is, therefore, immedi- 
ately prepared to be put in charge of a school, or in other 
words, is fit to be made a teacher. 

So great an absurdity does not find an endorsement in any 
practical, mechanical, or professional business in. the world. 
What branch of mechanics is there that does not require three, 
four, or five years of apprenticeship, after the common school 
has been attended? What profession is there that a young 
man can enter immediately after graduation at college? 
Does not the law, the ministry, or the practice of medicine, 
require two or more years of preparatory training on each 
specific thing ? For what are Moot-courts ? To give the young 
Wers an opportunity to try imaginary cases through an ex- 
perience of a real practice. This is his Normal school. 
What is the object of the theological seminary, with its weekly 
"trial exercises?" It is the Normal school of the profession, 
and the trial exercises are used to secure the proper preparation 
for the work. 
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For what are medical schools? To fit students for the 
practice of medicine. Who is there so silly as to entertain the 
notion that a young man, full of learning, that is, of Latin, 
Greek, mathematics and natural sciences, with his diploma in 
his hand, conferring on him the Bachelor's degree, is therefore 
qualified to practice medicine? Who would employ him? 
There is even hesitation to engage the services of a young 
physician after four or five years of actual practice. Young 
lawyers and young physicians know, alas ! too well, how the 
cream of the business of a community is gobbled up by age 
and exi)erience. 

No man is born a practical teacher, in a greater degree than 
he is bom a physician or a lawyer. Natural or acquired abil- 
ities will lead some sooner than others to excellence in any 
business ; but training — ^a special and specific course of instruc- 
tion to secure a proposed object — is absolutely essential to 
general success. Doctors, with no education and plenty 
of success, can ,be found in every community. Lawyers, 
with no legal ability or proper training, can also be found 
in abundance. Teachers, who have relied upon the gulli- 
bility of the people, parade themselves ostentatiously at every 
season before the community, and sometimes meet with great 
success, so far as putting money in their pockets is concerned. 
But, after all, the question remains. How much of mental de- 
velopment can be shown ? How far can the pupils of untrained 
teachers make use of the knowledge which they profess to have? 

" People will learn after awhile that teaching is a science, 
and requires for its mastery just as much natural adaptation, 
continued experience and intellectual power as any other sci- 
ence. It will require years of practice to make even a 
talented young man, a successful teacher.'' 

" The Normal School is by no means designed for those who 
are unfit for any business, and think that if they can read and 
write they are capable of becoming teachers. This notion is so 
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deeply rooted, that you hear fathers declare with great sim- 
plicity, ^ My child is too delicate to learn a business ; I will 
make a teacher of him/ We reply to such, that teachers 
must be sound in both mind and body, and able to brave the 
toils and troubles of a career as laborious as it is honorable." 

GRAMMAR SCHOOLS. 

I am pleased to be able to state that our Grammar Schools 
^:e in a good working condition. Notwithstanding the addi- 
tional requirements put upon the pupils at the last examina- 
tion, the results were very satisfactor}^ 

I have frequently expressed my opinion of the folly of crowd- 
ing our Grammar School pupils with studies — in fact I am 
opposed to crowding studies upon pupils in any of the schools. 
The most important subjects of study are those which, through 
the instrumentality of the good instructor, will teach lessons of 
celf-reliance and lead to independence of thought. These are 
really few in number, and when thoroughly mastered will do 
more to make an educated man or woman than the skipping 
over the whole circle of sciences. 

Our Grammar Schools occupy a very important position in 
the system of public instruction. They ought not to be re- 
garded as the mere sources of supply for the High Schools. 
While they should furnish some material for the High Schools, 
they ought not to make this the only object of their considera- 
tion. And here again I must reiterate what I have already 
said, that neither the Grammar nor the High Schools can fully 
rise to the accomplishment of what they were intended to ac- 
complish until there is a material change in, first, the status of 
the Grammar School teacher as affected by the number he sends 
to the High School ; and second, in the reduction of the number 
of the candidates to those only who are fully prepared and 
mean to complete a four years' course. 
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PRIMARY SCHOOLS. 



These schools have received a large share of attention, because 
the work of education is begun here, and if begun aright, the 
after training is so much the more easy and profitable. 

The time is not far distant, I trust, when the best teachers 
will be employed in the Primary Schools. And by " the best,^' 
I do not simply mean the best educated, as that phrase is now 
understood. I mean by the best teachers, those who have com- 
pleted successfully a good course of study as a first qualifica- 
tion ; next, I mean those who intend to adopt teaching as a pro- 
fession; next, those who have a facility in imparting instruction 
and love to do it, because of the pleasure it gives them, and the 
profit it M'ill be to others to receive it; and lastly, I mean those 
who, in addition to the abdve mentioned qualifications, have 
been trained carefully in the most approved methods of teach- 
ing little children. 

It is not impossible to realize these conditions in Primary 
School teachers. They cannot be secured at once, but by select- 
ing such teachers as have a fair share of these qualifications, 
and training them in the proper work of these schools, a great 
amount of valuable influence may be exerted upon all connected 
with them. " Earnest teaching is hard work. Especially so 
is primary teaching where the teacher by force of her owti per- 
sonal influence must control the movements of fifty little minds, 
which have not learned their wings so that they can make 
direct lines of thought, but dart from the track here and be- 
, come entangled there, the least breeze of circumstance turning 
them entirely from their course.'' Thus writes Miss Lathrop 
of the Cincinnati Normal School, who has had large experience 
in teaching, and who has studied this subject most carefully. 

Our Primary Schools have made reasonable advancement in 
many important particulars, and I have good reasons for antici- 
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pating wholesome progress in the methods of teaching. At the 
8emi>annual examinations, the work done by the candidates was 
very creditable to the teachers. 

PHYSIOLOGY AND HYGIENE. 

Dr. Harvey L. Byrd of the Medical Department of Washing- 
ton University, has been engaged for more than a year and a 
half in delivering lectures to the highest classes of our Male 
and Female Grammar Schools. He has a course of practical 
lectures, which he delivers entire to each school before leaving it 
for another. So far as it is needed, he reduces the language of 
science to the simplest and plainest phraseology. His manner 
is easy and familiar, and as his lectures are delivered in a 
conversational way, they are entirely relieved of the formal 
character of professional lectures. That this subject of hygiene 
is one of great importance, I need not assert. It is now 
attracting attention in the city of New York. At a recent 
meeting in that city, it was stated that the school commissioners 
had made ample provision for lectures in this department of 
iDstruction. Dr. John H. Griscom in the course of his remarks 
said: "One of the most important and interesting subjects of 
instruction for the pupils of every school is that which includes 
some special parts of their personal construction, and the 
demonstration of their creation by our heavenly Father, 
especially the wonderful means whereby life is created and 
maintained. 

"And the laws of hygiene, by the ignorance of which numer- 
ous people are frequently and fatally affected with diseases, 
may be taught in a manner so pleasant and ap2:)reciative, that 
those who learn them will be disposed to avoid all the common 
disorders, and thereby maintain good health and longevity. 
The knowlege, by all individuals, of the anatomical and sani- 
tary laws of our Divine Creator is therefore of great importance, 
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and is very easily given with physical and chemical illustrations^ 
of such a character as to enable even juvenile pupils to com- 
prehend the subject, and to induce their compliance with the 
regulations whereby health is best sustained and their mental 
faculties strengthened and improved. 

"In every State there are doubtless many individuals, well 
educated on all these topics, who would be found both willing 
and capable of giving popular instruction upon them." 

Dr. Silas L. Loomis of Washington city, in a very interest- 
ing lecture, recently delivered, made use of the following lan- 
guage: "Children from the beginning are crowded by parents 
and teachers with intellectual food. As soon as the child can 
be safely trusted to leave the house and venture a few squares, 
it is placed in school under a teacher who in nine cases out of 
ten, is totally ignorant of the physiological laws of our being, 
and knows no more of the requirements of a growing child, or 
even half as much as instinct teaches the child itself. The 
present social status requires a perfect intellectual develop- 
ment to be co-existent with physical growth, and here is the 
error. It is a well known fact that a child will learn more 
in a few weeks at seventeen or eighteen than in as many years 
before ten. Brain work consumes the vital energies the most 
rapidly of any occupation that can engage the human being. 
Now take the case of a girl twelve years of age. The only 
proposition presented to her by both parents and teachers is 
the completion of her education in four or five years, and to 
accomplish this, she is urged forward by every consideration. 
Not only occupying her school hours, but studying at home 
from her waking in the morning till she takes to her bed, to 
be harrassed by frightful dreams of hard lessons and dissatisfied 
parents and teachers. During this period the most important 
development of her physical being takes place. No allowance 
is made for this requirement. Her studies must be pursued, 
and hence the most important portion of human development 
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is sacrificed. The girl may be brilliant in intellect, but her 
physical health will be ruined. The remedy is clearly in- 
dicated. 

1. The child should not enter a school room before eight 
years of age. 

2. From eight to twelve no studies involving close reason- 
ing should be allowed. 

3. From twelve to fourteen health should be the first object: 
all else subservient. Health should be at all times the prime 
object; but at this pariod more than ordinary attention is 
demanded. 

4. At fifteen, education should begin in earnest, to be com- 
pleted generally at twenty-one, professionally at twenty-five. 

COLORED SCHOOI>8. 

Male Colored School No. 1 has been removed to a rented 
building on Lexington street; Female Colored No. 1 occupies 
the same building, having been removed from Douglass In- 
stitute. Male and Female Colored Schools No. 3 were ejected 
from the building in the rear of Sharp street Church (colored). 
The trustees would not consent for any consideration to have a 
Colored Public School on their premises. After several 
months of searching for a house, one was obtained on Camden 
street, near Sharp street. As the school was scattered for 
several months, it has not yet been fully gathered together, so 
that the number on roll in both schools is not as large as it 
was in the old place. The other colored schools, Nos. 2, 4, 5, 
6 and 7 have not only maintained their usual nuraberisi, but in 
several instances have increased their number on roll, and 
become quite popular. 
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IMPROVEMENTS MADE AND REQUIRED. 

Female Grammak No. 1. 

The property adjoining this school on Fayette street, and 
extending to Pearl street, should be purchased in order to give 
sufficient play-ground to the large number of scholars who 
attend Female Primary No. 1 and Female Grammar No. 1. 
It would also afford an opportunity to make a sufficient num- 
ber of class-rooms for a school that now has ten classes and 
but six rooms. It would also benefit the Primary School in 
the same regard. The Committee on Female Primary No. 1 
have recently increased the number of rooms by making an 
additional class-room. 

Male Grammar No. 1. 

For the number of pupils in this school (about 700), it has 
the smallest amount of yard-room of any school in the city. 
It is the oldest school-house in the city, having been built in 
1829. It was originally designed for a school of 250 or 300 
pupils, and the yard is small for that number. Compare the 
number now in the building with what was supposed to be its 
total capacity, and the insufficiency of the yard-room will bo 
seen at once. An advantageous purchase could be made of the 
property adjoining the building on the east side of Green 
street, north of Fayette street. After securing proper yard- 
room, by taking a portion of the rear, the house and remaining 
Jot could be sold — thus making the cost very small to the city. 

Male Grammar No. 3, 

Now known as Male Grammar No. 13, was removed to the 
new building on Aisquith street when it was completed. Two 
schools occupy the building, and are very comfortably situated. 

Female Grammar No. 14. 

Has been very much improved. The lower story was 
remodeled and divided into five very pleasant class-rooms. 
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Male and Female Grammar Schools No. 15. 

These schools are in great need of class-rooms. The lot is 
laige enough to permit the erection of a suitable addition to 
the building which would afford all the accommodations 
desired. I most urgently present the necessity of doing 
something to relieve these schools of their uncomfortable con- 
dition. I trust the Council will make an appropriation of a 
few thousand dollars to enable the Committee on the school to 
secure a desirable improvement. 

Male and Female Primaries No. 3. 

Two very large and comfortable rooms have been added to 
"these schools. The eflBciency of the teachers' work will be 
greatly increased, and the general advancement of the school 
promoted by this greatly needed addition to the building. 

Male and Female Primaries No. 6. 

Four rooms have been added to these schools, which will 
contribute greatly to the comfort of teachers and scholars. 
These schools have been suffering for a long time from an over 
crowded condition, and I am gratified that the time has come 
when the little children of these schools have elbow-room. 

Male and Female Primaries No. 12 

Were recently removed to their new building, comer of 
Barre and Warner streets. This is one of the best primary 
school buildings in the city. 

Male and Female Primaries No. 13 

Have been improved by the addition of two very large and 
comfortable rooms. The schools are now in excellent working 
condition, and with increased facilities will, no doubt, produce 
correspondingly good results. 
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Female Primary No. 32 

Was removed from the basement of the church on the comer 
of Gilmor and Baltimore streets, to a dwelling house on Balti- 
lUQre street, near Carey street. There is a great need for a 
school in the extreme western section of the city, and the espe- 
cial attention of the Council is called to the necessity of pro- 
viding a house for Female Primary No. 32. 

THE ANNUAL REPORT. 

The business of the School Board is not closed until Decem- 
ber 3l6t of the current year. The Council meets on the third 
Monday of January, which allows about two weeks for the prep- 
aration of the whole report. And as the business of all the 
city departments is brought up to the end of the year, there 
follows a great crowding of material upon the hands of the 
<;ity printer. Thus it happens that a delay is experienced which, 
from the pature of the case, is almost unavoidable. In some of 
the large cities of the country, the business of the school year 
is closed June 30th, in othei's, September 30th. This gives 
sufficient time to allow the work to be printed carefully and 
ready for distribution about the 1st January succeeding. The 
Cincinnati Soliool report for the year ending June 30th, 1870, 
is just out. The Chicago School report for the year ending 
June 30th, 1870, has recently been printed. In other cities, in 
which the school year closes December 31st, the report is ready 
for distribution about April 1st, following. I would suggest 
that if it be important to have the report ready as early as 
the first meeting of the Council in January, that this year the 
report be made to cover the nine months, ending September 
30th, and every twelve months thereafter. But if this arrange- 
ment be inconsistent with the business of the city departments, 
it would be as well to fix a time, say the 1st April, when the 
work could be performed without the hurry which necessarily 
attends it at the present time. 
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SCHOOL CENSUS. 

It is customary in other cities to take a school census every 
year, of children of the school-going age, that is of children 
between the ages of six and twenty-one. We have had no 
school census since 1866. I would, therefore, recommend that 
arrangements be made to take the school census for 1871. We 
can then form some correct idea of what proportion of children 
enter our Public Schools. This item is a standing one in the 
reports of other cities, and I have been frequently requested by 
letter to state what our school census is, and could not reply 
satisfactorily. In this regard, wx are certainly behind our sister 
cities. The school census of 

New York is 300,000 

Brooklyn 133,000

PRIZES. 

I offer the following extracts from an essay on prizes by 
E. H. Holbrook, Esq., of The National Normal, as affording 
food for serious reflections : 

^* There are many ^ pressures ' brought to bear upon students 
to secure study, which are undoubtedly questionable in their 
character, although in general good repute. 

"Prizes will disorganize any class and work irreparable 
injury, where there is most need of help and encouragement. 
Teachers who have offered prizes know well the envious wrang- 
lings, spiteful strugglings, as well as the secret, and sometimes 
open deception which it provokes ; thus introducing ill feeling 
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and dishonesty where the most perfect harmony and mutual 
respect and confidence should prevail. But this is as nothing 
compared with that other effect which it surely has — to encourage 
the strong and discourage the weak. All classes are composed 
of a majority of slow ones, who need the special attention and 
assistance of the teacher, and a minority of leaders, sometimes 
only one, who need only to be checked and directed. It is the 
duty of the teacher to give his highest efforts, his shrewdest 
wit, his warmest heart to the plodders. The swiftest one or 
ones will take care of themselves. If any one in the class needs 
the prize as an inducement to activity it is the most sluggish 
and worthless. But how does it actually work ? The prize is 
offered. The stupid ones soon find out their weakness, conclude 
it is worthless to strive, and eventually determine to be the 
meanest in the class, because they cannot be the best. If there 
is only one leader, becoming sure of his reward, he makes no- 
extra efforts to secure it. If there are two or three leaders, in 
tlieir emulation and anxiety, they overwork and do themselves- 
an injury mentally, physically, and probably morally, for which 
the paltry prize is certainly no compensation. So that the only 
effect is to make bad worse and the best bad. 

" By appealing to the baser motives, it deforms the character 
of the student. All will admit that the knowledge acquired^ 
or even the mental discipline obtained in school, is a minor con- 
sideration compared with the motives of action implanted. A 
young man, leaving the school-room for the busy world, who- 
has in his heart an enthusiasm for work, an attachment to study, 
an appetite for investigation, and a love for the right, no matter 
what his mental attainments, will be an infinitely greater bless- 
ing to mankind than he who, a genius, or talented, has been 
distorted and perverted by school discipline into an habitual 
scoffer of every noble instinct of the heart and mind. 

" Yet, offering prizes, worst of all, money prizes, is teaching- 
the pupil that the highest ends may and should be made attrac- 
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tive by this lowest of human contrivances and by the paltriest 
of human considelrations. If such notions are pradicaUy in- 
stilled in our schools^ is it any wonder that our National and 
State legislatures are the scenes of continual bribery and cor- 
ruption ? 

" Students should not be bribed to form good habits. If the 
bribe accomplishes its end, it results in the formation of a more 
fimdamental and eminently pernicious habit, that of being 
bribed to form good habits, which will always be a taint in the 
character and eventually produce the unreliable citizen.'' 

MUSIC. 

This subject has received considerable attention in our 
schools for many years. We now employ four music teachers ; 
two for High and Primary Schools, and two for the Grammar 
Schools. The practical workings of the subject have not been 
always as satisfactory as was desired. The large number of 
the schools to be visited and the small amount of time that can 
be assigned to each visit, necessarily preclude the giving of as 
much instruction as the pupils need. The recent efforts pro- 
posed by the Committee on Music to adapt the amount of 
teaching in music to the grades of the schools on other subjects^ 
is a step in the right direction. By giving to each grade a 
fixed amount, which will be required of the teacher of the 
grade, with the supervision of the Music Teacher, will enable 
each school to show the amount of attention which has been 
paid to the subject. 

DISTINGUISHED VISITORS. 

Our schools have attracted this year the attention of distin- 
guished gentlemen who have visited this city for the express 
purpose of examining them, and learning the system of in- 
struction as practiced therein. Among those whom it has been 
my pleasure to afford every facility for the accomplishment of 
the objects named, T will mention :

The Annual Examination of candidates for admission from 
^e Grammar Schools, was held on the 6th day of July, and a 
Subsequent examination of candidates from other schools was, 
V order of the Committee, held early in September, (on the 
5th and also the 16th.) At the regular Examination in July, 
216 candidates presented themselves, of whom 165 were 
admitted. At the subsequent examination of candidates, from 
other than Public Grammar Schools, 16 presented themselves 
for examination, of whom 11 were admitted to the privileges of 
this school.

Twelve of those admitted from Grammar Schools, and one 
of those admitted from Private Schools, failed to take their 
seats. 

The Faculty has been subjected to further changes at 
the Annual Election in the summer, as follows, viz: The 
style of Dr. Mclntire's chair was changed to that of "Astron- 
omy," Professor Elliott succeeding to the senior chair of 
Mathematics. Mr. Andrew S. Kerr, Principal of Grammar 
School No. 5, was elected to the junior chair of Mathematics. 
It will be remembered that when the chairs of French and 
German were consolidated, they had been occupied by Messrs. 
Charles H. Moore, M. D., and George A. Witte, A. M., 
respectively, Mr. Witte remaining and Dr. Moore retiring. 
At the last election this was reversed, the Board having recalled 
Dr. Moore to the chair of French and German. 

Under the present organization the school is working very 
much better than last year, ^hc proportion of time necessa- 
rily occupied by the Principal in actual instruction is unreasona- 
bly great, considering the importance and variety of the duties 
devolving upon him as Principal of so important a school ; 
nevertheless, the present arrangement is affording considerable 
satisfaction to those most immediately concerned in it — the Pro- 
fessors. 

This year has been marked by an unusually sad occurrence 
in our history, the death of the Chairman of our Committee, 
Eugene Cummiskey, Esq. Mr. Cummiskey's health had been 
in a very unsatisfactory condition for several months previous 
to his ultimate confinement to his room in his last sickness. 
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He died in Philadelphia^ at the house of a relative^ on Sabbath 
morning, the 6th of November, and was buried in Baltimore 
on the Wednesday following, from the Cathedral, a large con- 
course of people attending upon the solemn obsequies. Mr. 
Cummiskey, during his connection with the Board, had se- 
cured to himself a great deal of the regard of the Teachers, 
by his liberal and just course, and on our Committee was the 
more highly esteemed, the more and the better he was known. 
At the regular meeting of the Faculty, held November 7th, 
the Principal made formal announcement of this sad event, 
with some appropriate remarks in appreciation of the character 
of Mr. C, and our loss, by his demise; whereupon, on motion, 
he was requested to prepare a paper expressive of the sense of 
the Faculty on this occasion, and to present it to an adjourned 
meeting, on the following day. 

In Faculty, November 8, 1870, adjourned meeting, "The 
Principal presented the following paper, which, having been 
read by the Secretary and duly considered, was adopted as 
expressive of the sense of the Faculty : 

"Having heard of the decease, in Philadelphia, Penn., on 
the morning of the 6th instant, of Eugene Cummiskey, Esq., 
of this city, a member of the Board of Commissioners of 
Public Schools, and Chairman of the Committee on Baltimore 
City College, and, being desirous, on so melancholy an occa- 
sion, of expressing our own sorrow, as well as of mingling our 
sympathies with the affliction of the numerous relatives and 
friends of the deceased, — 

" Therefore, it is resolved, (1.) That it is with feelings of sin- 
cere and sad regret we have received notice of the death of 
Eugene Cummiskey, Esq., Chairman of the Committee on this 
College. ( 2.) That in the death of Mr. Cummiskey, not only 
we of this Faculty, but the Teachers in the Public Schools 
generally, have lost a friend, who, as a member of the Board 
of Commissioners, proved himself a modest, humane, just, 
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and public-spirited man, who sought the good of the interest 
entrusted to him, and thought it his duty always to protect 
and encourage those for the time being subject to his 
authority. (3.) That, as a mark of our sincere respect for his 
memory, we accept the invitation of the Board of Commis- 
sioners of Public Schools to attend with them the funeral, on 
to-morrow, Wednesday, November 9 ; and, further, it is hereby 
ordered, that the exercises of this institution be entirely 
suspended, and this building closed on that day. ( 4.) That a 
copy of this action be sent to the relatives of the deceased, and 
that it be published in our Annual Report.'' 

A sense of duty constrains me to call your attention again to 
the unsuitable character of this building for the purposes t<i 
which it is devoted. If the building had been constructed witi 
reference to the wants of a school, we have entirely outgrown i*i 
proportions, so that it does not afford the necessary space for tb«« 
operations of this school. The rooms are too small, and theK= 
are not enough of them. They are now crowded to such exce^^ 
as is extremely injurious to health. The building was, ho^^ 
ever, designed for very different uses, and it is not, nor was 
capable of being, well adapted to our necessities. But besic^S 
all this, it is showing such signs of decay, internally and exter:==^ 
nally, as to make it a very serious question whether we 
safely inhabit it longer than would be necessary for the buildi 
of a new one. Nearly all the exterior arches are disintegrating 
the floors and partitions have had to be propped, and the wh 
appearance, interior and exterior, is discreditable to a large a 
wealthy community, when the importance and usefulness oft 
school which it contains is justly considered. The furnitu 
likewise, and the apparatus of all kinds, is in a similar con 
tion ; and no one, I presume, would consider it a sound poli 
to make the large expense of refurnishing this house, and p 
chasing valuable apparatus, when the condition of things 
erally is such as to make it impossible to take proper care 
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such property ; and the furniture of this bifilding would not be 
suited for use in a building differently planned. 

I therefore, renew the suggestion that a new building for 
Baltimore City College is much needed, and, indeed, may truly 
be considered as urgently claiming immediate attention. I am 
well persuaded that this accomplished would do more for the 
promotion of public education in our city than any other single 
enterprise or influence whatever. It is not, then, this school 
alone, but the whole public school system as well, which is 
interested immediately in this question, and anxiously awaits 
its favorable issue.

The ostensible purpose of attendance at school is with many 
pei*sons mental culture, and for the ^ble object of meeting the 
ordinary requisitions of life, but true education is in its nature 
threefold mental, moral, physical, and the proper balance of 
th^e constitutes in a higher or lower degree, the perfect diar- 
acter. A fiiir percentage of every class will, I am confident^ 
exhibit the devotion and efi&ciency of their teachers in a satis* 
factory scholastic condition, as well as in a prevailing motal 
sentiment. Health and personal bearing are also matters of 
attention. I have the promise of a medical gentleman of the 
Board to aid me by some lectures. 

There never was a time when more care has been required to 
surround our children with refining influences than this age ol 
sensational tendencies, and among such aids, the Fine Arts 
hold a prominent place. It is proper that I should acknowledge 
the special exertions of one of my assistants in originating, and 
the judgment and taste of all in forming a gallery of great ez-^ 
cellence. A practical application of its value as a study has^ 
in several instances, been made in the Drawing Department. 
Music also, as one of the humanities, is a potent moral auxilir 
mry, and I am happy in the thought and belief, that the Ckunr 
mittee on this important subject committed no error inintrpstr 
ing the baton to one so well and worthily known as the gentle^ 
man now with us. As anticipated, we have had many visitox^ 
and our opinion that we have one of the best, if not the l^es^ 
building for its purpose in the city, is the sentiment of $31, 
Qn one occasion we were agreeably surprised by a visit c£ 
• the Mayor and other municipal gentlemen, of this jcity, widli 
a' number of officials from Ohio. On this occasion hia • BpoOt 
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ejcpreseed his interest in the cause of poiMatarcdncation^ and 
^couraged us with kind words. Interesting remarks were 
made by one of the accompanying visitors, and by request w6 
extemporised some exercises which were well received, r I 
stated that our friends took us on the wing, and precisely as I 
wish all would come, as I think the value of any institute of the 
kind must consist in being always in a good condition, and not 
in spasmodic states of special and galvanic preparation. Ati- 
other and more recent occurrence will Aimish a memorable 
episode in our history. It was a visit from a peer of: the 
British realm. This gentleman manifested great interest in 
the cause of education, and appeared to be pleased with our 
condition. . - 

In the Drawing Room he lingered longer than elsewhere, 
and noted points of excellence in several progressive speci*^ 
mens. He questioned me closely on my teaching of Moral 
Philosophy, in order to see if my basis of instruction 
Was utilitarian only, and was gratified to learn that, 
like him, I acknowledged a Higher Law, to which all 
human action must be ultimately amenable. I acknowl- 
^ge several visits of the Superintendent, in the hope 
that I shall have the pleasure of often welcoming him as 
^ visitor. As all changes or improvements in the work 
of the School must be first sanctioned by the Committee, 
moch subjects, if any, I reserve for their primal action. The 
statement on page 13 will show that 113 pupils were ad- 
mitted in September, and the sources whence they came. Of 
322 on the roll in July, 237 returned to their seats. Since 
September, 13 having withdrawn, there are at this date 337. 
In consequence of more stringent rule I have reduced to a 
nominal amount the prejudicial error of lateness. Of absence 
ttaidre^id a larger than a desirable amount, but there is cause to 
believe that few if any cases are inexcusable. The class of 
''70^(41. in number), notwithstanding the adverse-circumstances

did their graduation. In our memory there is a tablet for 
them, and in our hearts a room. In this hour of kindly senti* 
ment I most not forget the uniform courtesy of the Secretaiy 
of the Board, nor the kindness of Mr. Boston. Tendering our 
heartfelt appreciation of your labor of love, I trust, gentl^nen^ 
that under your continued jurisdiction and fostering care thin 
•ofaool may, in the general system of which it is a portion, ^'aot 
well its part,'' and meet the highest expectations involved ia 
its specific organization.

Western Female High School, 

Baltimore, December 30, 1870. 

To the JSoqrd of Commissioners of Public Schools: 

Gentlemen : 

Thef Twenty-fifth Annual Report of this Institution is here- 
^th respectfully submitted. At the date of my previous' 
'^port, one year since, we had on roll 454 pupils ; this number 
^as gradually reduced by withdrawals on account of personal 
^I'-iealth, death of parents, removals from the city, necessary 
'^orne duties and regular graduation, so that at the close of the 
fiUxnmer term there were 385 remaining. 

-At the opening of the present session 308 of our former 
^U.j)ils returned to resume their studies. Two pupils were 
^o^ived, by transfer, from the Eastern Female High School ; 
fi*om the Public High School, Hartford, Connecticut, and 
from the Public High School, Sanduskey, Ohio. Of those 
rnitted from Female Grammar Schools by examination held 
^ly last, 164 claimed their seats. By special authority of our 
^imnittee, 10 were admitted by private examinations, making 
^ number on roll 486 ; twelve of these have since been with- 
^wn on account of sickness and other unavoidable causes, 
Ting the number still in attendance 474. 
The young ladies admitted from Private Schools received the 
16 number and character of questions at their examination as 
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the candidates from the Female Grammar Schools, at the public? 
examination^ and the result was^ in like manner^ submitted to 
the Committee for approval. A much larger proportion of 
pupils from Private Schools failed to pass than those from thfr 
Public Schools. Quite a number of those who fidled were- 
recommended to enter the Grammar* Schools, and are there at- 
present, going through the preparatory course for the Highi 
School. 

During the past year an unusually great desire has been 
manifested by parents, who have hitherto patronized Private 
Seminaries to gain for their daughters admission to this Insti- 
tution, which is certainly an indication of a growing interest 
in our public system of education. 

At no period since the organization of the school has it been 
so large as it is the present session, and yet our Faculty num- 
bers one less. In preparing our schedule, we were compelled 
to assign one of the drawing teachers to the position made 
vacant by the decrease to which I have just referred, as wc 
found it impossible to dispense with any department withonl 
injury to the school. By this arrangement the Drawing Depart- 
ment has been disadvantaged. This will be evident if it be 
remembered that, about two years since, when the classes had 
become very large, it was found impossible for one teacbei 
to give the individual instruction which Drawing constant!]; 
requires, in order to secure the desired progress. We w«ri 
authorized to so arrange the schedule as to assign an additions 
teacher to this study, and consequently, up to the presen' 
session, the whole attention of two teachers was devoted to it 
With an increased number of pupils, and a decrease in tli« 
teaching force, what but a corresponding decrease in efiecb 
iveness could be anticipated? It will also be rememberer 
that there is still no suitable cla&s-room for Drawing ; this sdS 
greatly to the disadvantages surrounding the department, y« 
the teacher in charge has not for a moment relaxed her ene - 
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^es, and the success attending her efforts is really surprising. 
I am exceedingly anxious to sec the disadvantages referred to 
iremoved as speedily as possible, so that full opportunity may 
he given for the greatest advancement which our course will 
permit in this beautiful and useful art. 

Among other changes in our schedule was that of reducing 
4lie number of periods from six per day to five, thereby 
Increasing their length ; it remains to be tested whether or not 
^his will be an improvement. It was at least deemed worthy 
of experiment. 

The resolution of your Board, passed about the close of the 
■last session, requiring the pupils to remain in the Female Gram- 
«iar Schools until they shall be at least 13 years of age, for the 
purpose of being better prepared to enter upon the High School 
^Jourse, must commend itself to the approval of all, especially of 
those who properly appreciate the legitimate work of the High 
Schools. 

Inasmuch as the present mode of awarding the Peabody prizes 
^es not, in my judgment, fully accomplish the design for 
which they were intended, and as others deeply interested in 
the matter coincide in this opinion, I respectfully suggest for 
jrour consideration the following plan, which is thought prefer- 
able: Let the present averaging system be continued, and 
tpAe the classes as usual, but not with reference to the prizes. 
A-t the beginning of their graduating year let it be announced 
to the members of the class that their chances for a prize would 
^pend upon the scholastic standing which they should be able 
to attain during the year, without reference to their scholarship 
^the previous years ; their conduct, however, during the entire 
^ttrse to be taken into consideration. This would nerve every 
Member of the class to renewed effort, and the contest would 
•**^ as in the past, be narrowed down to one-fourth, or at best 
*• OQe-half the class. I have found by observation that what- 
influence the prizes may exert upon pupils when they 
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enter the schools^ it beeomeH less general each year. This would, 
I conceive, be remedied by the plan which I have proposed, 
and whatever advantage may be in prizes, in exciting a spirit 
of emulation, would be experienced by the entire class. 

Allow me to congratulate the teachers and pupils of the 
Eastern Female High School, on their transfer from their 
former contracted and unpleasant accommodations to their new, 
beautiful and spacious building and suitable appliances. Maj 
they in the future, as in the past, merit all the encouragement 
an enlightened community is every ready to bestow. 

We received during the year quite a number of official visit* 
from distinguished persons, not only of our own country, but 
also of foreign countries. They all expressed great pleasure ift 
the general workings of the institution, and seemed particularly 
struck with the complete adaptation of our building to thfr 
movement of large classes to and from recitations, thus econo- 
mizing a considerable amount of valuable time. 

The bonnet rooms recently fitted up prove a decided con- 
venience to us, by greatly facilitating the dismission of the- 
school. 

The general attendance during the year has not been 
regular as I could have desired, but this has been mainly owin^ 
to sickness, particularly during the past four months. Th.^ 
general progress of the classes has been as satisfactory as during 
any previous year, and the general deportment unexceptionable 
In this connection I take pleasure in expressing my high appre^= 
ciation of the prompt and efficient co-operation of the teachei^^ 
associated with me, in whatever was intended to advance th-*- 
interests of the institution ; to this may be attributed, in a 
degree, the present prosperous condition of the School. 

Our eighteenth annual commencement was held July 1st, i 
the Masonic Temple, the hall of which was filled by the fiiendtf 
of the graduates and those interested in the success of th^ 
School. Forty-eight young ladies received the honors of tfe^ 
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institution. The exercises on the occasion seemed to give gen- 
eral satisfaction. Hon. Robert Gilmor, Jr., conferred the dip- 
lomas, and made a most appropriate address to the graduates. 
Dr. Uhler, in behalf of tlie Peabody committee, presented the 
Peabody medals, and James Young, Esq., President of the 
Board of Managers, Maryland Institute, presented the tickets 
to its r^ular course of lectures. 

Your attention is invited to the accompanying papers, which 
oontain an amount of statistical information that could not be 
satis&ctorily presented in any other manner. 

Our thanks are especially due to the members of the Com- 
mittee on Female High Schools for the deep interest they have 
manifested in the progress of the pupils, and in furnishing, as 
&r as practicable, all proper appliances for the teachers. Their 
visits have been at all times pleasant and encouraging. To the 
entire Board and its officers we also tender thanks for their uni- 
form courtesy in all our official intercourse with them. 

With these facts concerning the present condition of this 
institution, and suggestions in reference to the future, I will 
dose by expressing the hope that the same Kind Providence 
that has prospered it in the past, may continue to guide and 
direct it in the future.

To the Board of Public School Commisnoners: 
Gentlemen: 

Before makinpj this, my first annual report, permit me to 
thank you sincerely for the honor conferred upon me in elect- 
ing me to the position I now occupy in the Public Schools of 
Baltimore. I cannot otherwise than speak in the highest terms 
of the condition of the schools, as left by my worthy prede- 
<;essor; nor can I omit laying particular stress upon the kind- 
ness and courtesy of all the teachers with whom I have had the 
pleasure of being associated, and their willingness at all times 
to extend ev^ery facility that would tend to promote the method 
of instruction adopted by me. The progress made by the pu- 
pils of the schools has been all that I could possibly desire, and 
in the Eastern Female High School I look forward to the 
approaching examination with anticipation of the most encour^ 
aging result. 

After having entered upon my duties in September last, I 
drew a graded schedule of instruction for each class in the 
Primaries and High School, to which I have strictly adhered^ 
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and the desire to learn as manifested by the pupils has been 
of the most encouraging nature. 

In the Eastern Female High School, the large recitation 
room (in which I instruct the classes) has been of the most 
invaluable assistance to me, as the size of the room gives the 
pupils full scope for their voices in chorus singing, and the 
platform in the eastern end of the room being sufficiently ele- 
vated to give all the pupils an unobstructed view of the black- 
board exercises. To the hearty co-operation of Mr. N. H.

WEST'N FEMALE HIGH SCHOOLS AND W. PRIMARIES. 



Baltimore, December 30, 1870. 

To ike Board of Commisdoncrs of Pvbllc Schook : 
Gentlemen : 

My duties this year are the same as the year before, confined 
to the Western Female High School and Western Primaries ; 
and it gives me pleasure to say that almost every class has 
made satisfactory progress. 

When duty first called me into the Primary Schools, rote 
singing was very prevalent, only a few classes singing by note, 
and the few had very simple exercises. Now, that there are 
four music teachers, instead of two, as formerly, much more 
time can be devoted to these schools, and consequently a greater 
advance in the study of music may be expected of them. 

Bote singing may do very well on certain occasions ; but to 
expbct any real progress by a class not taught to sing by note, 
is simply absurd ; the children may sing songs all day, and yet 
not know what they are doing. Some think that singing by 
note is too difficult for small children, but an experience of 
more than eight years has taught me that of all persons they 
are the most apt to learn. Therefore, since the beginning of 
the present scholastic year, I have endeavored to teach them to 
sing with a knowledge of what they are doing. 
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In the High School I liave been very much crippled by a 
ver}^ inadequate supply of books. For some time we have 
been using the work of Hohman in the third year and gradu- 
ating classes; but very little can be learned from it. The 
theoretical knowledge contained therein is very meagre, and the 
songs generally are very poor, so that not much can be said in 
favor of it. The " American Musical Class Book " contains the 
the l)est collection of j>ieces for female voices, and has also some 
very useful and instructive exercises. When we received Hoh- 
man's book, but sixty copies were sent, consequently at least 
two, and sometimes three, are compelled to sing from one book, 
which is a very great drawback to the scholars' advancement. 
When a lesson has to be studied at home, in order that all may 
have the same opportunity, the small number of books compels 
me to dictate it to the class, thus using time which might be 
devoted to singing, if the suj)ply of books had been siiflficient. 

With the study of other arts an important place should be 
reserved for music — the art which connects corporal with intel- 
lectual pleasures by a species of enjoyment which gratifies sense 
without weakening reason. By some, it has been styled the 
language of the Grods, and was considered indispensable, even 
among the Ancients, in a polite education. It is a universal 
language, the gift of God communicating with the unseen and 
spiritual, as well as the seen and temporal, the natural expres- 
sion of the feelings, just as natural as speech, that is, it is just 
as natural for man to convey and receive sentiment by sweet 
pounds as by the use of words. Much more influence on tibe 
mind has music than a good moral book, which convinces our 
reason, but may not influence the habits. Should it not thfen 
be the duty of all who can, to encourage and cultivate the art 
of music?

Baltimore, January 1,1871. 
To the Board of Commissioners of Public Schools: 

Gentlemen : 

I herewith transmit to your Honorable Body my third 
annual report. 

On reviewing my last annual report, I there find expressed 
all I could wish to say on the present occasion, except that the 
schools under my supervision and instruction are generally in 
a more prosperous condition, and are making greater advance- 
ment than at any previous time since my connection with them. 
There is a more general and constantly increasing interest man- 
ifested by both teachers and pupils. 

The ready and cheerful assistance rendered me by the teachers 
on my visits, and the faithful instruction given in my absence, 
together with the respectful, prompt and cheerful attention 
given to instruction by the scholars, unburdens the duties of 
my position, and renders them a pleasant employment. 

I will also add, that I have pursued thoroughly the system 
of instruction, now the standard system approved and estab- 
lished by the Board, and have found no reason to change or 
vary it. 
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It is very encouraging to know that the teachers are making 
quite satisfactory advancement in the art-work of giving sing- 
ing lessons, and seem well pleased with their success. 

The subject of transposition, which to many seemed a very 
difficult one, the teachers have found themselves capable of 
managing quite readily and correctly. 

Every interest and department of the subject has been duly 
and carefully attended to, with quite encouraging and satisi^uv 
tory results. 

The lower and middle classes are making good progress, and 
can transpose and sing in several keys; can describe, count, 

beat and accent sc»veral kinds of time and measure. 

• 

Most of the upper classes transpose readily and correctly, 
and sing in all the different keys ; define critically, county beat 
and accent all the different kinds of time and measure. 

Among all the grades of learners, suitable exercises for the 
cultivation of tlio vocal faculties have been attended to, beget- 
ting and sustaining a wonderful moral power over the mind^ 
will and character of those brought within the influence. 

From experience and observation, I am satisfied that a very 
true index may be found of the relations existing between the 
various departments of a school, by the attention given, the 
progress made, and the pleasure derived from the study and 
practice of music. 

Wherever established and faithfully carried forward, like 
other prominent branches, many advantages are derived, be- 
sides simply acquiring a knowledge of music. It works a 
most salutary and harmonious influence, pervading every in- 
terest of the school, begetting reciprocal regard and friendship 
between teachers and scholars, and among scholars, mutual 
esteem and love — all tending to render their studies pleasant, 
and to induce a cheerful obedience to proper rules and whole- 
some discipline. 
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Of the unlimited amount of testimony that might be offered 
in support of this view of the subject, I will simply offer that 
of Mr. Shelden, a gentleman and educator of great experience 
and high renown, master of the Hancock School, Boston, who 
in answer to the inquiries made of the Music Committee of 
that city, among many other answers, replies, " My experience 
and observation lead me to the conclusion that the time devoted 
to the study of vocal music tends to advance and farther the pro- 
gress of the pupils in other branches of study j rather than retard. 
Especially is this true in regard to speaking and reading, which 
consist essentially of the same elements as in singing, and should 
be taught in connection with it. * 

"Vocal music is one of the most useful agencies in the dis- 
cipline of a school. Its influence tends to the formation of a 
cheerful and amiable character, and to the development of that 
strength of moral power which is necessary to a life of useful- 
ness.'' 

For encouragement, he further adds, "that of about oue thou- 
sand girLs, less than a dozen pupils were unfitted, from all 
causes, for attaining to a fair degree of success in this depart- 
ment of culture." 

Music, to be attended with the greatest success in our schools, 
must be made and treated as a part of Public School instruc- 
tion, equally prominent and important with other branches of 
education; and when progress is made, credits given as in 
other studies. This plan, carried out, would strongly tend to 
dispel listlessness and indifference, and stimulate to proper 
efforts both teachers and pupils, wherever necessary ; and as a 
farther stimulus, the labors of teachers should be fairly exam- 
ined and inquired into, that they may be justly estimated and 
judged accordingly. 

To accomplish this among children, seldom, hasty visits, 
with occasionally a few unconnected questions propounded, will 
not suffice to arrive at any correct or just information, or secure 
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any satisfactory results ; but in order to arrive at just conclu- 
sions of what has been accomplished in all the grades of our 
schools^ requires a thorough, systematic investigation, suited to 
the age and circumstances of the various departments. 

The advantages of such a course may be somewhat estimated 
by citing a single instance. 

In Cincinnati, with a less number of pupils and one more 
teacher of music than Baltimore, the Music Committee divided 
into two parts, devoted eight days, taking two schools at a 
time, and spending a half day in each house ; examined all the 
different schools and classes in that city, with most beneficial 
and satisfactory results, highly creditable to the music depart- 
ment, encouraging and gratifying to the frieyids and patrons oi 
popular education, who could not be induced to dispense with 
musical instruction in their schools, looking upon and esteem- 
ing it of equal value and importance with any other branch of 
education. 

No doubt, the labor was a heavy tax on the time of the com- 
mittee, but it was accomplished, and is so stated in the last 
annual report of the Board of Education of Cincinnati;, and 
from the sam6 report may be inferred that the music depart- 
ment was furnished with ample means for its successful opera- 
tion. 

It is presumed that the school authorities of other cities can 
do as much as those of Cincinnati, with equal means at com- 
mand ; also, that the music teachers, under all and similar 
advantages, can accomplish as much as those of that city. 

The benefits resulting from thorough instruction in vocal 
music more than compensate for the time and expense devoted 
to it. Besides the advantages already mentioned, its tendencies 
arc healthful, if a proper position of body and chest are ob- 
served, and a correct method of respiration attended to, con- 
tributing to enlarge the chest and to expand and strengthen 
the lungs. 
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What is greatly needed and indispensably necessary for sue- 
3essfiil advancement of music in our schools^ and efficiently to 
iid^both teachers and pupils, is a thorough, systematic, pro* 
^ressive Toarmal of instruction^ compiled and arranged on the 
Pestalozzi system, by an intelligent, thorough, practical and 
experienced teacher of music, suited to all the various grades of 
learners — a work that will challenge the strictest scrutiny and 
abide the test of intelligent investigation. 

Such works, by some of the most popular and thorough 
teachers of our country, are already extant, and in extensive 
use, successfully and satisfactorily answering the objects fbor 
which they were intended.

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REPORT OF DR. HARVEY L BYRD, 

PROFESSOR OF HYGIENE.

To the Board of Commissioners of Puhlie Schools of Baltimore: 

Gextlemex : 

My report of last year contained a statement of the inau- 
guration of a series of lectures on Hygiene in the grammar 
schools of the city, and the high appreciation of them by some 
of your most intelligent and successful educators. Since then 
the course has been given in the remaining schools, and repeated 
in several of those previously mentioned, a second time. (See 
statement below.) Whilst the success of the primary course 
greatly surpassed original expectations at the introduction of 
"the series, it is from its repetition that the most surprising and 
gratifying results have been observed. 

These results have been made manifest in the clear, and 
prompt answers of the pupils, to questions on previous lec- 
tures. I have no hesitancy in saying that no labors of my life, 
as a public instructor, have been crowned with more gratifying 
and valuable results. The children are favorably impressed 
from the first, and interest never ceases nor flags to the conclu- 
sion of the course. 

Appeals are constantly made to the eye, as well as ear, and 
the language carefully adapted to the comprehension of the 
pupils. 
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All necessary scientific, and technical terms and expressions 
are promptly translated, or explained, and the whole subjecst 
fully illustrated by frequent references to suitable models, 
plates, diagrams and experiments. 

The children are thus led by easy gradations, from the ele- 
mentary principles of Hygiene, to a clear and useful comp jre- 
hension of the great laws of their being. The facts taught at 
each lecture, are as far as time permits, practically illustrated, at 
its conclusion. They are thus prepared to recall to mind^ ss 
occasion may require, or render necessary, the application of 
Hygienic laws to the preser\^ation of life, or prevention o{ 
disease. 

Your best informed teachers are unanimous in their com- 
mendations of our success in their schools, and it is. gratifying 
to know that members of your honorable body, who have 
become familiar with the results of our labors, entertain a high 
appreciation of them. It is pleasant to learn that other cities 
have, or are about to employ exj)erienced physicians, as lec- 
turers on Hygiene, in their Public Schools. It was thus intro- 
duced, as wc learn from medical journals from that city, with 
great edat, in Paris, shortly before the commencement of the 
Franco-Prussian war ; and a meeting held a few months since, 
in the city of New York, and addressed by Mr. Cooper, Dr. 
John H. Grisscomb, and other eminent philanthropists, decided 
to take immediate steps towards the inauguration of the system 
in the Public Schools of that city. 

From the foregoing statement, it will be seen that Baltimore, 
was the first large city, to establish the system of oral instruc- 
tions on Hygiene, in her public schools. The scholastic training 
of hundreds of children in our city terminates when they leave 
the Grammar Schools, and to all sucili, a practical acquaintance 
with the laws of life, and health, is demanded by the spirit of 
the age, as well as every consideration of humanity ; while 
those who pass up from the Grammar, to the High Schools, 
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iny with them knowledge which every educated person should 
ossess, and are consequently better fitted at their graduation 
:br the duties of life than they would otherwise have been.
